The Reply of Mr. Taft. 


Mr. Taft, in his reply, reviewed all 
the q uestions at issue at g reat leng th, 
saying , among other thing s: 
Notice and Hearing Before Issue of 
Injunction. 
I come now to the q uestion of no­ 
tice before issuing an injunction. 
It 
is a fundamental rule of g eneral jur­ 
isprudence that no man shall he af­ 
fected by a judicial proceeding with­ 
out notice and hearing . 
This rule, 
however, has sometimes had an ex­ 
ception in the issuing of tem porary 
restraining urders commanding a de­ 
fendant in effect to maintain the stat­ 
us q uo until a hearing . 
Such a pro­ 
cess should ii^-5110 only in rare cases 
^-here the threatened chang e of the 
status q uo would inflict irreuarahle 
injury if time were taken to g ive no­ 
tice and a summary hearing . 
The 
iinlaw’ful injury usual 
in 
industrial 
disputes, simh as I have described, 
does not become formidable except 
after sufficient time 
in 
w’hich 
to 
g ive 
the 
defendants notice and a 
hearing . 
I do not mean to say that 
there may not he cases even in indus­ 
trial disputes where a restraining or­ 
der mig ht properly he issued without 
notice, hut. g enerally, I think it is 
otherwise. 
In pvame state coiiris, and 
ij, fewer federal courts, the p.^actice 
of issuing a tem porary restraining 
order without notice merely to pre­ 
serve the status q uo on the theory 
that it won’t hurt anybody, has been 
too common. 
Many of us recall that 
the practice has been pursued in oth­ 
er than industrial -.no-suits, as. for 
instance, in ourporato and stock con­ 
troversies lik« those over th:* Erie 
railroad, in which a stay order with­ 
out notice was reg arded as a step of 
g reat advantag e to the one who se­ 
cured it, and a corresponding disad­ 
vantag e to the one ag ainst wi» om i t j
